[Being a reprint from Ihc reminiscences 


of John H. Watson, jlf. D., late of the 
army medical department,] 


CHAPTER I 


In tho yew 1S7S I took my degrees of 


doctor of inedioino of tho University of 
London and proceeded to Netlay to go 
through tho course proscri bod f or sur- 
geons ia tho army. Having completed 
my studios there, I was duly attached 
to tho Fifth Northumberland Fusiliers 
as assistant surgeon. Tho regiment was 
stationed in India nt tho time, nud be- 
foro I could join it tho second Afghan 
war had broken out. On lauding at 
Bombay, I learned that my corps had 
advanced through tlio passes nnd was al- 
ready deep iu the enemy's country. I 
followed, however, with ninny other 
om'cors who wero in tho samo situation 
as myself, aud succeeded in reaching 
Kandahar in safety, where I found my 
regiment and at onco entered upon my 
new duties. 


Tho campaign brought honors nnd pro- 


luotipu to many, but for mo it had noth- 
ing but misfortune and disaster. I was 
removed from my brigade and attached 
to tho Berkshire*, with whom I served 
at tho fatal battle of Maiwaud, There I 
was struck on tho shoulder by a Jozail 
bullet, which shattered tho bono and 
grazed the subclavian artery. I should 
havo fallen into tho hands of tho mur- 
derous GhiuiiK had it not been for the 
devotion nud courage shown by Murray, 
my orderly, who threw mo across H pack- 
horse and succeeded in bringing mo safe- 
ly to 'tho British lines. 


Worn with pain and weak from tho 


prolonged hardships which J had under- 
gouo, I was removed, with a great train 
of wounded sufferers, to tho base hos- 
pital at Fcshawur. I-Icro I rallied, aud 
had already improved KO far as to bo 
•iblo to walk about tho ward?, and even 
to basic a littlo on tho veranda, when I 
was struck down by enteric fever, that 
cuvso ot our Indian possessions. For 
month:! my life was despaired of. and 
when !'.» last I camo to myself and bo- 
ranio convalescent I wan so weak aud 
emaciatod that a medical board deter- 
miner1, that not n day should bo lost in 
Koisdinx mo back to England.

•free from chlorides. Placing a proper 
value upon those constituents, tho cost 
would bo reduced, for nitrogen, to loss 
than 13 cents per pound.

Th* First Adequate »'"' Comprehensive 


Uoport EV.-M- Mtulo on tlio Subjoot.

thing about farm mortgages and tbo 
burdening of American homos with 
dobt. Census bulletin Ko. 9S givos tho 
first adequate and comprehensive report 
aver matlo on tho subject, ai:,d that re- 
port refutes statements that havo boon 
made und accepted. Hero aro tlio facts 
sis gleaned from the bulletin alluded to 
bv tho Now York World: 


'There ire about -1,750,000 farm f-ra- 
llies in tho country. Only about 000,000 
uf thom havo any mortgages at all. And 
theso mortgages, as clearly appears, 
represent for the most part energy and 
thrift 
rather 
thim impoverishment. 


Thoy ore mortgages given for deferred 
payments in purchasing land or for cap- 
ita'l borrowed to enlarge operations. 
Less than 3 per cent of all tho mortgages 
represent borrowing for expenses or be- 
cause of poverty. Tho rest represent 
profitable business enterprise. 


This mortgage indebtedness lies al- 


most wholly north of tho Potomac and 
Ohio line. Now York farms aro mort- 
gaged for$18S,9fiO,903. Those of Iowa 
carry a burden of a littlo inoro than 
$100,000,000; those of Illinois, a trifle

•that is, by thoso representing tho groat 
body o-1 guests. Nor havo they who play 
the part of hostess bcon really attached to 
them, except for reasons purely practical. 
Tlieso roasons havo grown In tho last two 
years from tho general dullness of bus.- 
noss and the diminution oi: incomes. Con- 
sequently afternoon sens have increased 
and fastened themselves more firmly than 
ever on the community. 
It seems doubt- 


ful now If their hold will bo .released In 
this generation by persons of moderate 
'means particularly. H not delightfu , 
they MO comparatively frugal, and frugal- 
ity must always be liked in secret by a 
groat many persons who protend to bo far 
better oft than they are for tho sake of 
making some figure in society. 
Any one 


afflicted with social ambition who has not 
nmplo means Is apt to bo tempted to ap- 
pear otherwise, sinco society nncl poverty 
aro as incompatible as reason and super- 
stition. Society in any strict sonso means 
financial profusion, if not prodigality, so 
that ufi-oi-noon tens, which aro very seldom 
profnso and very seldom assume to be, aro 
necessarily a kind of social pinchbeck. 
The undoubted rich do not affect them, 
because they havo no need to, and because 
they usually desire to bo ostentatious, at 
least to furnish substantial evidence of 
their riches. 


Why Men Like Them. 


Afternoon teas have never materially
